NEW YEAR, NEW ERA 


T enants of New 

Era estate in Hoxton 
celebrated an extra 
special Christmas 
following news that its owners - 
who wanted to hike rents - had 
sold the estate to an affordable 
housing provider. 

After months of protests, 
American investment company 
Westbrook Partners bowed to 
pressure and confirmed it would 
sell the estate, which it bought last 
year, to housing charity Dolphin 
Square Foundation. 

The campaign attracted 
national attention when Hackney 


councillors wrote to residents 
after finding out that Westbrook 
planned to increase rents by up 
to three times current levels and 
evict existing tenants. The estate 
had previously been owned by a 
private trust which had charged 
affordable rents since the 1930s. 

Comedian Russell Brand also 
supported residents in a high 
profile campaign, which included 
a demonstration outside Downing 
Street, where a petition with more 
than 300,000 signatures was 
handed in to Number 10. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules 
Pipe, and Cabinet Member for 


Housing, Cllr Philip Glanville, met 
with Westbrook Partners several 
times, urging them to sell to an 
affordable housing provider. 

Dolphin Square Foundation 
has pledged to freeze rents until 
next year, continue with existing 
tenancies, and says it is committed 
to developing a fair rent policy. 

The Council welcomed the news 
but continues to lobby the Mayor 
of London and the Government to 
reform the private rented sector. 

Cllr Glanville said: “I want 
to pay tribute to the tenants 
and their campaign, and hope 
this change in ownership will 


ensure a sustainable future for 
them. Westbrook’s plans would 
have torn the heart out of this 
community and, while this news 
will be welcomed by New Era 
residents, sadly it does nothing to 
protect other Londoners living in 
private rented accommodation. 

“We need longer tenancies, 
index linked rent rises, the end 
of tenant fees and unscrupulous 
evictions. I hope the support 
demonstrated will continue and 
that we can put pressure on 
the Government and Mayor of 
London to introduce legislation 
for a fairer private rented sector.”

T IE designer of 
the celebrated 
Tower of London 
poppy installation 
was among the Hackney 
people to be recognised 
in this year’s New Year 
Honours list. 

Tom Piper, who lives 
in Stoke Newington, was 
appointed an MBE along 
with the co-designer of the 
artwork Paul Cummins. 

More than four million 
people flocked to see the 
888,246 ceramic poppies, 
each representing a British 
or allied military death in 
the First World War. 

Tom said: “I was 
delighted to hear about the 
MBE and I am extremely 
proud of the part I have 
played in this unique 
collaboration with Paul. 

“It has been a real 
privilege to co-create an 
artwork which has meant so 
much to so many people.” 

Eileen Sills, 52, also from 
Stoke Newington, was made 
a dame in recognition of 
her services to the nursing 


Judith Miln, deputy 
headteacher at Clapton 
Girls’ Academy was made 
an MBE for services to 
education. She said: “I am 
absolutely thrilled. You 
don’t know anything at all 
about it in advance, it comes 
as a complete surprise. 

“I’ve been teaching maths, 
and loving it, since I was 23 
so I feel extremely lucky to 
have found my vocation so 
early on and to have been 
part of the transformation 
in Hackney’s education over 
the last decade too.”

was just 13. But thanks 
to a Council scheme, the 
pensioner has plucked up 
the courage to get back in 
the saddle. 

Annie begun her 
cycling renaissance after 
signing up to the New 
Age Games, which offers 
over 50s free access to a 
range of different sports 
and exercises, including 
mountain biking. 

Annie has survived two 
bouts of cancer and a 
stroke, and recently had 
one of her toes amputated, 
but that hasn’t stopped 
the resilient pensioner 
from taking up an activity 
she hadn’t tried in over 
60 years. 

She said: “I’ve been 
cycling recently down by

Age Games on a Friday. I 
love it, they’re all very nice 
people and we go around 
Hackney Marshes on 
mountain bikes. But now 
I’m ready to start cycling 
on the roads.” 

Dinner lady Annie 
started her cycle training 
at London Fields just 
before Christmas, and she’s 
looking forward to going 
on the road this year. 

Taking advantage of 
the Council’s free cycle 
training has increased her 
confidence and now she’s 
considering borrowing a 
bike via Hackney’s Cycle 
Loan Scheme. 

It allows residents to 
test drive a bike of their 
choice for one month for 
£10. After four weeks, 
they can choose to buy 
the bike at a discounted 
price, in instalments over 
six months. 

Residents of all ages are 
being encouraged to take 


up cycling this year, with 
the help of both schemes. 

Annie said: “It’s a great 
idea to get more oldies on 
the road, my advice would 
be ‘get out there and do it’. 
Who’d want to be stuck 
on a stuffy bus when you 
can cycle?” 

Lenval Greer, 27, a newly 


qualified physiotherapist, 
is saving around £60 a 
month on public transport 
after signing up to the 
scheme which, as well as a 
quality bike, also provides 
a helmet, lock, lights, child 
seat and other accessories 
at no extra cost. 

He said: “I’ve always 


wanted to start cycling but 
this gave me the incentive 
to do it. I’d never cycled 
my commute before but I 
wanted to give it a try to 
save some money and to 
get some exercise. During 
the month I cycled more 
than 120 miles to and from 
work at the Barbican from 
my home in Hoxton. I’ve 
also found it much easier 
than I thought it would be 
to get around London and 
see friends on the bike.” 

Cassia Maximen bought 
her bicycle through the 
loan scheme, following in 
the footsteps of mum Clair 
Conliffe who was one 
of the first to sign up to 
the scheme. 

Cassia said: “It’s been the 
first step to changing my 
life and it’s had a massive 
impression on my whole 
family. We use our bikes 
for work and leisure now!” 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 


Neighbourhoods, added: 
“If you’re thinking about 
getting fit and saving 
money in the New Year 
then I would urge residents 
- young and old alike - to 
take advantage of this 
wonderful opportunity to 
get a bargain bike and free 
cycle training.” 

Hackney has the highest 
number of people cycling 
to work in London. The 
borough also won the 
prestigious Transport 
Borough of the Year title 
at the London Transport 
Awards last March.

McKoy went on trial 
at the Old Bailey on 8 
December last year. He was 
convicted of both counts of 
murder and jailed for life - 
to serve a minimum of 35 
years - on 17 December. 

Judge Charles Wide said: 
“You have been convicted 
of the deliberate, horrific 
killing of Valerie and 
your 22-month-old child, 


Jahzara. You did it out of 
spite and resentment.” 

The Metropolitan 
Police’s Directorate of 
Professional Standards 
referred the case to the 
Independent Police 
Complaints Commission 
due to the victim’s previous 
contact with police 
regarding alleged 
domestic violence.

HANDYMAN Roland 
McKoy, 54 (pictured), 
has been jailed for life for 
murdering his ex-partner 
and their daughter. 

Valerie Forde, 45, 
who worked as an office 
manager for the Hackney 
Marsh Partnership, and her 
22-month-old daughter, 
Real Jahzara McKoy, were 
found dead at their home 


on 31 March last year. 

Post-mortem 

examinations later revealed 
Valerie had died of multiple 
injuries and her daughter 
had died of wounds to the 
neck. Valerie had suffered 
up to 17 blows from a 
hammer, cuts to her face 
and neck, and eight stab 
wounds to her stomach. 

The handyman attacked 


Valerie as she got ready 
to leave for work on 31 
March last year - the 
deadline 
she had set 
for him to 
move out 
of their 
home in 
Oswald’s 
Mead, E9. 

Valerie 


had previously reported 
McKoy to police on 12 
February after he told a 

neighbour 
he was 
going to 
kill her 
and her 
family by 
burning 
down the 
house.

Bomb safely exploded 


BB N unexploded 
Second World 
ar bomb was 
»^^*Lscovered in a 
garden close to Clissold 
Park on 4 January. 

The 70-year bomb, 
believed to be a live, high 
explosive-filled three inch 
mortar round - a short 
distance weapon and 
more than likely British - 
was found by a resident, 
digging his garden. 

Police were called and 
the Council was alerted. 
Bomb disposal officers 
moved the mortar as 
quickly as possible to 
Clissold Park, in order 


to detonate it in a safe 
environment. 

The park was 
subsequently closed to 
the public and the officers 


took the bomb to an area 
in the park away from 
the animal enclosures. 
The bomb was safely 
detonated using a small 


amount of explosives. 

Absorbent sandbags 
were used to cover the 
bomb and prevent any 
shrapnel flying out in 
the blast. 

The Council’s Park 
Rangers were also on-hand 
to ensure the welfare of the 
park’s wildlife and they 
helped the police clean up 
after the detonation.

INTERNATIONAL Holocaust Memorial Day takes place 
on 27 January. This year it marks the 70th anniversary 
of the liberation of Auschwitz-Birkenau (the largest 
Nazi concentration camp) during the Second World 
War, as well as the 20th anniversary of the genocide in 
Srebrenica, Bosnia. 

The theme for this year’s event is ‘Keep The Memory 
Alive’, which asks those who have no direct experience 
of genocide to ‘remember’ the people killed in such 
atrocities as well as honouring survivors. 

A commemoration ceremony will take place in the 
Assembly Halls, Hackney Town Hall, at 1 0am. It will 
coincide with events across the globe. 

The service will include songs, readings and the lighting 
of candles, before the Speaker of Hackney, Cllr Sharon 
Patrick, lays a floral tribute at the Holocaust Memorial 
Tree in the Town Hall Square. 

Cllr Patrick said: “As we approach two major genocide 
anniversaries it is particularly appropriate that this year’s 
theme is all about memory. It enables survivors to be at 
the heart of Holocaust Memorial Day. It also allows us to 
remember those terrible events of the past, learn lessons 
for our future, and ensure past evils are not repeated.”

The Boxing Academy offers an 
alternative education pathway 
for students aged 13-16 


Boxing clever at education charity

T WO boys duck and 
weave in a boxing 
ring, to one side 
three more pound 
the bags. A faint smell of 
sweat hangs in the air, 
along with an atmosphere 
of intense focus. 

Upstairs students are 
sitting mock GCSEs. This 
is the Boxing Academy, a 
Hackney charity whose 
mission is to support young 
people who are in danger of 
exclusion from education. 

Combining education 
and mentoring with the 
discipline of boxing, it has 
been quietly changing the 
lives of students aged 13 to 
16 since 2010. At the end of 
last year it came under the 
spotlight, winning the Daily 
Mirror’s inaugural Pride of 
Sport award in the category 
of Community Sports 
Project of the Year. 


“We still can’t really 
believe it,” says Anna 
Cain, head of the academy, 
adding: “Our students are 
the ones that mainstream 
schools just couldn’t cope 
with, if they couldn’t refer 
them to us they would be 
excluded. Some are on the 
cusp of serious criminality 
or antisocial behaviour. At 
13, there’s still time to 
turn that around. In a 
few years you have missed 
the boat - so we have to 
make sure we give them 
that something better.” 

Some 87 per cent of the 
young people imprisoned in 
the UK have been excluded 
from school. But 90 per 
cent of the kids who have 
gone through the Boxing 
Academy have gone on to 
college or training. 

“We don’t exclude, ever,” 
Anna adds. “A lot of our 
students come here having 
learnt that acting up is a 
way of getting out of school.

Here, if you get rowdy, you 
will be taken out of class to 
cool down. Then you will 
go back in and apologise. 
You will make up the time 
you lost and maybe do the 
washing up or some sit-ups 
afterwards as a punishment. 
There are no excuses and we 
don’t give in.” 

From the adjacent 
room, there is the sound 
of slamming doors. A few 


minutes later a sheepish 
looking youth emerges with 
an adult mentor. “Have you 
been to cool down?” asks 
Anna. He nods, and returns 
to class. 

The academy’s success is 
built on mentors, or ‘pod 
leaders’. Each class has just 
eight students, a teacher 
and pod leader. Always a 
professional boxer, they 
assume the role of mentor 


and behaviour manager, 
leaving the teacher free to 
focus on education. 

Anna believes the rigour, 
discipline and street cred 
of being a boxer makes 
them uniquely suitable to 
the job. She says: “They 
build relationships with 
the students, but also make 
them do press ups if they’re 
late, or turn up to their 
home and drag them out of 
bed if they fail to show up.” 

Skye Allen-Gulley, 14, 
agrees. She says: “Pod 
leaders understand where 
we come from. I was kicked 
out of mainstream school 
because I used to talk in 
class and get into trouble. 

It would escalate because 
I never thought it was my 
fault, so I’d get angry. 

“When I arrived here, 

I thought my pod leader 
was just punishing me to be 
mean. Now, I realise that 
the strictness is all to help me 
make my way when I’m out 


of here and there’s no one to 
check up on me. I’ve learnt 
to take responsibility.” 

The academy’s 40 
pupils follow a standard 
school day. All students 
take GCSEs in maths, 
English, PE, ICT and RE. 
Boxing is also written into 
the curriculum. 

Tatum Defreitas, 15, has 
been at the academy for two 
years. She says: “I hadn’t 
done any boxing before I 
arrived, but I’ve found it 
a good way of expressing 
my feelings. Before, people 
would say things and I 
would rise to it and it would 
get me into trouble. Here, 
you take it all out in the 
ring and then it’s over. I’ve 
improved so much.”

H ayley Mitchell, 

co-founder of 
Hackney’s first 
outdoor nursery, 
is making a mud pie. 
Around her, toddlers in full 
waterproofs are building 
dens, poking leaves with 
sticks and clambering 
across a fallen tree. It looks 
like a quintessential^ rural 
scene. In fact, we are in 
Millfields Park, just a few 
yards away from the busy 
Chatsworth Road. 

“These are urban kids 
and this is only our second 
term,” says Hayley. “So it’s 
amazing to see the progress 
they’ve made. Initially, 
even the concept of getting 
muddy hands or walking 
on uneven terrain was a 
new sensory experience 
for some of them. One 
child refused to get out of 
the buggy at first, now he 
throws on his waterproofs 
and doesn’t look back.” 


Founded last November, 
Free Range Urban Kids 
accepts children aged two 
to five and runs on Forest 
School principles, meaning 
the children are outdoors 
all the time, in all seasons, 
rain or shine. 

Fortunately, the site 
includes a small strip 
of woodland where the 
children are naturally 
sheltered from rain and 
wind. Tarpaulins are also 
strung between trees to 
cover specific areas where 
children can play musical 
instruments, make natural 
art with mud and leaves, 
or slurp warm drinks and 
homemade soup at snack 
and story time. 

“We plan activities for 
every session,” explains 
Hayley. Adding: “They 
respond to the season 
and environment. We’ve 
been learning lots about 
mushrooms recently, 
so the kids know they 
don’t just come from the 
supermarket. By week 


four, though, the kids were 
saying, ‘we want to build 
dens today! We want to 
climb trees!’ 

“It’s great when they 
want to take the lead. The 
increase in their confidence, 
calmness and creativity has 
been a real highlight.” 

The sessions are run 
by a qualified primary 


school teacher and Forest 
School practitioner who 
are supported by a team 
of three. Currently, they 
welcome 12 children per 
two hour session. 

However, since 95 per 
cent of the children who 
have taken part in a trial 
session have subsequently 
signed up for a full term, 


Hayley and her co-founder 
Elizabeth Hassay plan to 
expand, offering full time 
childcare, five days a week, 
as soon as their Ofsted 
registration is complete. 

“There are around 
15,000 families with under 
fives in Hackney,” says 
Hayley. “City life is so 
exciting for kids, but they 
are also bombarded with 
noise and adverts. . . it can 
be overstimulating. 

“It’s great to get away for 
a couple of hours but not 
everyone knows about the 
extraordinary green spaces 
in Hackney. I’ve lived here 
for 15 years. But it wasn’t 
till I was pregnant with my 
son, who’s now three, that I 
started exploring and found 
Hackney Marshes, the Lee 
Valley, Wick Woodland, 
the filter beds. . . A dazzling 
range of biodiversity and 
it’s all on our doorstep.” 

Wanting their own 
children to enjoy these 
natural resources, Elizabeth 
and Hayley began 


exploring the possibility 
of an outdoor nursery for 
Hackney’s under fives 
in 2013. 

She says: “We were 
blown away by the 
support. We worked with 
the Council to secure the 
site and they were really 
supportive. I did my 
Forest School training 
here in the borough and 
Hackney schools are really 
embracing the Forest 
School ethos. 

“It’s been a wonderful 
start,” she says, smiling. 
“Soon, we’ll be opening 
full-time, and then we 
would love to find funding 
for low-income families. 
Inclusivity is central to 
Forest School’s principles. 
We have big plans.”

Consultation on proposed school admission arrangements 
for the school year beginning in September 2016 


UNDERTAKEN BY HACKNEY LEARNING TRUST 


There are no changes proposed by Hackney Learning Trust to the admission 
arrangements for community schools. 

The governing bodies of voluntary aided schools are required to consult on the 
admission arrangements they are proposing, if these include any changes from 
previous years.

Making money matter locally

THREE Hackney groups have been awarded £500 each 
for innovative programmes to teach young people about 
money management. 

They were among 340 teams from across the UK which 
took part in the Money for Life Challenge, a national 
competition aimed at 1 6 to 24-year-olds, to help them 
develop skills to make the most of their money. 

The three projects were: ‘How Well Do You Know 
Hackney?’, ‘Healthy Living Forest Road Youth Hub’- 
both organised by the Council - and ‘Money Matters’, 
led by charity Immediate Theatre. 

‘Healthy Living Forest Road Youth Hub’ will explore low 
cost healthy living options for young people by using 
only local organic produce. 

‘Money Matters’ aims to train young people in 
budgeting and money management skills through 
drama activities. 

The ‘How Well Do You Know Hackney?’ project aims to 
share young people’s opinions with the community by 
creating a photo exhibition that looks at themes of child 
poverty, homelessness and wealth. 

The teams will spend the next three months rolling 
out their projects before judges choose which ones 
will go forward to a national final on 21 April. The 
winners will be awarded £1 ,000 to donate to a charity 
of their choice. 

The competition is part of Lloyds Banking Group’s 
personal money management programme, targeted 
at young people.

Top results for Hackney GPs 

LATEST NHS figures show that City and Hackney’s GPs 
are rated best in the country in seven of the categories 
used to measure how well they look after patients 
with long term conditions such as diabetes, asthma or 
coronary heart disease. 

The results, broken down into Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) areas, also show they come in the top 1 0, 
out of all 21 1 areas, in a further 1 2 categories including 
making sure patients are being monitored and assessed 
regularly and are prescribed effective medications. 

The Quality Outcomes Framework is used by the NHS to 
look at how well patients in different areas of the country 
are treated. It uses national quality standards to check 
annually how each CCG area is doing.

Michael McGhee, Director 
of Mental Health Care of 
Older People at the Trust, 
said: “We would develop a 
highly specialised inpatient 
service at Mile End Hospital 


to provide optimum support 
to older people.”

Temperance and teetotalism

J^FTER New Year, 
^kreaders may well 
^L^Mave made a 
»^^^ksolution to give 
up alcohol, although most 
won’t have gone as far as 
Belfast minister John Edgar 
who, in 1829, poured his 
entire stock of whiskey out 
the window. His action 
inspired the formation of 
early temperance societies. 

Many poor people, 
their lives blighted by 
terrible living and working 
conditions, found solace 
and escape in alcohol, 
including children who 
were put to work as cheap 
labour as young as eight. 

In the overcrowded slums 
of large towns and cities the 
problem was particularly 
acute, with sometimes 
families’ entire meagre 
wage packets being spent 
in pubs and gin palaces. 
Lectures and sermons 


denounced the demon 
drink, advocating either 
temperance or complete 
abstinence - which came to 
be known as ‘teetotalism’ 

- but initially there was no 
organised work undertaken 
towards combating the 
problems created by 
alcohol abuse. 

It was in Leeds that 
the first Band of Hope 
was formed in 1847, a 
temperance movement 
specifically targeting 
children and offering them 
an alternative place to 
go after work, providing 
basic education and Bible 
classes, as well as warnings 
against the dangers of 
strong drink. This was 
often done through songs, 
magic lantern slide shows, 
craftwork and writing. 

The movement soon 
spread throughout Britain, 
with the Hackney and 
East Middlesex Band of 
Hope Union founded in 
1875 to support the work 


of groups and individuals 
in the area. Much of the 
union’s funding came from 
occasional bazaars lasting 
several days. 

The union hosted 
regular Saturday evening 
entertainments at Morley 
Hall in Mare Street during 
the winter, attracting an 
average weekly attendance 
of 800 for many years, 
whilst the summer saw 
an annual excursion to 
Clacton for adults and 
children. 

A similar 
movement 
was the Blue 
Ribbon 
Gospel 
Temperance 
Army 
whose 
members 
wore a 
ribbon 
badge to 
show they 
had pledged 
to abstain 


from alcohol. 

A version of the 
Temperance Army was 
formed in Shoreditch in 
1878 by William Noble, 
after meeting the founder 
in America. At first 
members met at the 
Standard Theatre in 
Kingsland High Street, but 
eventually a new home 
had to be found when the 
agreement with the theatre 
expired. The old music 
hall in Hoxton Street was 
rented 
with the 
financial 
support 
of wealthy 
biscuit 

manufacturer 
W I Palmer. 

By the 
1880s, the 
army was 
selling Blue 
Ribbon 
badges, tea 
and coffee 
as well as 


publishing its own gazette. 

The British Women’s 
Temperance Association 
(BWTA), founded in 
Newcastle in 1876, had a 
branch in Stoke Newington 
from 1878. In 1893, the 
organisation became 
divided on the issue of 
political activism, some 
members believing that 
work should focus on 
women’s suffrage, others 
wanting to concentrate 
on temperance. 

As a result, the Women’s 
Total Abstinence Union 
formed to work on alcohol 
related matters, whilst the 
BWTA was renamed 
the National British 
Women’s Temperance 
Union and expanded to 
campaign on issues such as 
suffrage, welfare, education 
and health. 

The Blue Ribbon Army 
seems to have faded after 
1893 when Palmer died and 
bequeathed Hoxton Hall 
to the Bedford Mission. 


Today the hall’s historical 
records, including material 
relating to the Blue Ribbon 
Army, are held by Hackney 
Archives. 

The BWTA continues 
today as the White Ribbon 
Association, providing 
education on the effects 
of drugs, smoking, drinking 
and gambling, whilst 
the Band of Hope is 
now known as Hope 
UK and provides drug 
and alcohol education to 
children, young people 
and parents.

councillors 


The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is Cllr Sharon Patrick.

Granola with seasonal 
spiced fruit 

Makes 10 servings 


Preparation time 

10 mins 

Cooking time 

30 mins 


Ingredients 

For the granola 

• 2 cups rolled oats, gluten 
free 

• Yi cup almonds 

• Yi cup sunflower seeds 

• Yz cup pumpkin seeds 

• V 2 cup desiccated coconut 
•Yi cup walnuts 

• Yz cup flaxseeds (linseed) 

• 3 mashed bananas, ideally 
very ripe and spotted 

• 3 tbsps of maple syrup or 
honey 

• 2 tbsps of tahini or almond 
butter (optional) 

• 1 tbsp melted butter 

• 1 tsp ground cinnamon. 

For the spiced fruit 

• 2 pears 

• 3 apples 

• 1 star anise 

• 1 cinnamon stick. 


Method 

• Preheat oven to 1 80°C and line a baking tray with 
greaseproof paper 

• Mix all the dry ingredients (oats, nuts, seeds and coconut) 
in a large mixing bowl 

• Combine the wet ingredients (bananas, maple syrup, 
butter and tahini if using) until smooth 

• Pour the wet mixture into a large mixing bowl containing 
the dry ingredients. Stir until everything is well coated and 
spread evenly on the lined baking sheet. Do not push the 
mixture flat, but leave it in small clumps 

• Bake for 1 5 minutes, stir well and bake for another 10-15 
minutes or until golden brown. Keep checking it as you 
want it crunchy, but not burnt 

• Let the granola cool completely then store in an airtight 
container in a cool, dry place. If stored correctly, it should 
keep for at least two weeks 

• For the spiced seasonal fruit, wash the fruit and then 
chop into bite-size chunks, leaving the skin on. The skin 
contains beneficial vitamins, antioxidants and fibre 

• Place in a small pan with a splash of water, the star anise 
and cinnamon stick. Simmer, stirring occasionally for 1 0 
minutes or until the fruit is soft ,but hasn't fallen apart. 
Serve with yoghurt.
